AGED OILER JOHN. AHERN 
PREDICTS DEATH AND DIES. 


Employe of Chicago Avenue Water 
Works for Fifty Years Prophesies His 
Wake and the Word Comes True. 


.“*-¥ou'll be at my wake tomorrow night,”’ 
said John Ahern, for fifty years an oiler at 
the Chicago avenue water works, to Patrick 


aay morning. Last night Gannon attended 
John Ahern’s wake at his late residence, 81 
Pearson street. Mr. Ahern died of heart 
failure a few hours after he had made his 
prophecy. 

Ahern was 88 years old and oiled the old 
„% Sallle until sickness compelled him ta 
resign from the service a iittle over a year 
ago. He was born in Monabricka, Ireland, 
and for a number of years was employed 
as guard in the Killarney Insane asylum. 
There he met his §rst wife, who was a nurse 
at the institution. When landlordism com- 
pelled Ahern to give up his farm in Ireland 
fifty-six years ago he came to America with 
his wife, coming to Chicago the following 
year. Upon his arrival he found employ- 
ment as oiler in the frame water works in 
Kinzie street. There he worked until the 
Chicago avenue pumping station was built. 

Twenty-seven years ago, while oiling the 
engine, he was carried under the fly wheel 
and his collar bone and several ribs were 
broken. He was found under the wheel the 
next morning after the accident and removed 
to the County hospital, where, after eleven 
‘months, he recovered and returned to his 
engine. 

Twenty-two years ago Ahern's first wife 
died, and two years afterwards he was mar- 
ried to Miss Bridget Brady. The widow and 
a daughter and a son survive him. Funeral! 
services will be heid at the Holy Name ca- 
thedral tomorrow morning and interment 
will be at Calvary.

DISTRESS SIGNAL GOES UP 


Women Scream and Faint, Then 
Wait and Sing Until a Ves- 
del Arrives to 
to Port. 


A crash, followed by a pounding that shook 
the steamer Soo City from stem to stern, 
created a panic among 200 passengers while 
the mace was midway between Ottawa 

Chicago at 2:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

While the consternation was at its height 
and women were fainting, Capt. Boswell ran 
to. the main deck in an effort to reassure the 
frightened ones. 

The machinery’s broken, but there's no 
danger, he cried. “ The engineer has shut 
off the power ahd we'll be all right as soon 
as we can find a ship to tow us to * 

Then, while the w and were 
screaming, a distress was hoisted and 
the danger whistle sounded. Soon most of 
the passengers became calm and amused 


themselves as best they could. Some one 


started Sailing, Sailing,’’ and most of the 

men and some of the women joined in the 

chorus. 
‘Shaft Broken; Aid Comes. 

While the passengers were making the 
best of the situation, Capt. Boswell and 
members of the crew were below trying to 
learn the extent of the injury: It was found 
that the main shaft had snapped in the 
middle, but it could not be ascertained just 
how much the other machinery had been 
hurt. All agreed that had not.the engineer 
turned off the power promptly serious con- 
sequences might have followed. 

Shortly after 4 o'clock, nearly two hours 
after the breakdown, a craft wassighted and 
all on board the Soo City cheered. The dis- 
tress signal was answered and then the 
stranger began to bear down on the dis- 
abled vessel. 4 


Soo City Towed to Port. 

At 4:50 the other boat drew alongside the 
Soo City. It proved to be the United States 
lighthouse tender. Dahlia. In a few minutes 
the Dahlia had lashed a towline to the star- 
board side of the Soo City and the run for 


port was begun. At was a slow pull for the 


Dahlia, and it was not until 12:46 thie morn- 
ing that the two boats entered the mouth of 
river. 

A large crowd of friends and relatives of 
the passengers was waiting at the Graham & 
Morton docks, and there was much relief 
when the Soo City’s lights were seen coming 
up the river. There was rejoicing on the 
docks, rejoicing on the boat. Women who 
| had feigned composure when the Soo City 
was in distress in midlake broke down when 
the vessel reached its moorings, and a num- 
bat of them were assisted to cabs. 


Tells of the Terror. 


“Tt was a trying experience for us all,” | 


said Attorney George W. Murray, one of the 
passengers. When the shaft broke and 
the machinery began to pound it seemed 
as if the world was coming to an end. Wom- 
en fainted—how many I do not know. The

** Soon the ship’s crew and some of the pas- 
sengers managed to reassure the frightened 
ones and then we passed the time singing 
and telling stories.

Decatur, Ind., Aug. 12.—A plot to destroy 
the Adams county infirmary and to kill the 
forty-four inmates was unearthed today. 

A. W. Butler, secretary of the state board 
of charities, was making an inspection of the 
buildings, and in the room of Charles Echer- 
man he found a pile of rubbish, which he or- 
dered removed. There was found buried be- 
neath the rubbish sixty pounds of dynamite, 
two two pound dynamite bombs, and 115 feet 
of fuse. Echerman has been an inmate of 
the infirmary over twelve years and was re- 
cently reprimanded, and since that time has 
been sulky. | 


When the discovery of the dynamite was 


made today Echerman disappeared, but 
was caught tonight at Chattanooga, O. He 
had a large dynamite bomb in his pocket.

DR. WILSON DENIES 
American Explains Part He Took in E- 
pedition Against Nicaragua—Fight- 

ing in Colombian Army. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 12.—In a letter written 
to a cousin in this city, Dr. Russell Wilson 
of Norwalk, O., who was reported to have 
been condemned to death by the Nicataguan 
government for participating in the filibus- 
tering expedition, says he has never been ar- 
rested and never was in danger. The doc- 
tor says in substance: 2 

Several months ago I joined the Colom- 
bian regular army with the rank of major 
surgeon. Colombia and Nicaragua, were at 
variance and I was placed on board the gun- 
beat Gen. Pinzon as a surgeon to accompany 
the expedition. We tried to land at Blue 
fields at night, but, a high sea suddenly com- 
ing up, fifty men only were able to land, and 
at daybreak we were fired on from the forts 
and forced to retreat, leaving the fifty there. 
That may account for the story getting out 
that I was arrested. 

The expedition I was with was not a fill- 
bustering one, but one under the direction of

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—The retire- 
ment of Justice Gray and the appointment 
of Judge Imes to the bench of the Supreme 
court will Cause a rearrangement of the po- 
sitions occupied by the members of the court 
when they meet in October.

“What color is most becoming to the mosquito? That 1 a problem that it being 
worked out in the laboratories of the University of Chicago by one of that school's 
young scientists, W. G. Sackett. The problem has a practical as well as a scientific 
value, for if it can be shown that some colors do not appeal to the mosquito’s sense of 
the beautiful, a suggestion is at once given how to paint summer cottages, and what 
color clothes should be worn when the New Jersey pest is in evidence. 

In a large glass cage containing mosquitoes Mr. Sackett has placed twelve cups 
covered with cloth of different colors—red, black, white, green, and various shades of 
At certain times of the day he counts the mosquitoes assembled on the 
various colors. So far the red and black have attracted the most. 

Mr. Sackett goes next week to Raleigh, N. C., to become instructor in zdology in a 
school of mechanical arts. -He will continue his investigations there. He says an 
eastern scientist has carried out a similar series of investigations and has prepared a 
table showing the number of mosquitoes alighting during a period of seventeen days on 
surfaces of fifteen different colors.

DISAGREE OVER 
CAMPAIGN FUND. 


Giving the State Body 
Large Slice. 


QUESTION IS LEFT OPEN. 


System of Making Chicago Fur 
nish Most of Cash De- 
elared Out of Date. ans 


Whether the republican county committee 
shall divide its campaign fund with the state. 
cemmittee is the question. There was trou- 
ble over it yesterday between the two bodies. 
Representatives from both met at the Great 
Northern hotel and wrangled for more than 
an hour. The matter was left practically 
unsettled. 

It seems that the county people could dis- 
cover no good reason for giving the state 
organization any large part of the monev 
collected in Chicago. The finance auxiliary 
of the state campaign committee started 
out on the proposition that it would be able 
to get practically all the funds it needs with- 
out going beyond the limits of Cook county. 
According to Secretary Hoy, the state com- 
mittee will manage to get through with its 
end of the fight on $30,000 to $385,000, while 
the county campaign, it is estimated, will 
cost in the neighborhood of $100,000. Re- 
ports from the last off year battle in 1898 
show that the state committee spent $26,000 


for spending more money in this campaign. 


County Leaders Want New System. | 

While the county leaders make no formal 
charges, at the same time some of them 
complain that the state committee has come 
to regard Chicago as its special prey, and 
never thinks of saddling portions of the cam- 
Ppaign expenses upon other counties. They 
believe the system should be broken up 
and something better inaugurated in its 
place—some plan which will provide for an 
agsessment equitably spread over the whole 
One of the complaints is that the 
several county committees keep all the 
money they collect for home consumption, 
and expect Cook to take care of the state 
committee and the debts it incurs. The de- 
mand, therefore, is for a radical change. A 
member of the county machine said: 

We have no objections to contributing 
our fair share and more, but we do not feel 
like carrying the whole load any longer. 
Since all the responsibility for conducting 
campaigns in Chicago and Cook county has 
been taken off the shoulders of the state 
committee and thrown upon the county 
committee, I cannot see why we should be 
called on to give the state committee a 
greater sum than other counties give. 

However, as we have two Chicago citi- 
zens candidates on the state ticket, it is our 
duty to vote liberal appropriations for the 
state campaign, but not half, nor 40 per cent, 
of all the money we collect by any means.“ 


Session of the Committees. 


Chairman E. 8. Conway, Fred Wilkes, and 
Noble B.. Judah .comprised the delegation 


of the state committee. As Mr. Conway 
could not attend the conference he desig- 
nated W. H. Baldwin to represent him. 80

in spite of the enormous salaries '’ the old 
league talks about, and produced figures 
tabulated from the attendance reports of 


the eight cities on which 10 per cent of the 


‘receipts is paid into the league treasury. 
These show that the American league has 
drawn 180,079 more people up to and in- 
cluding last Friday’s games than it drew 
up to the same time last year. This is in 
‘spite of increased prices of admission and 
‘the bad weather that has prevailed nearly 
‘everywhere. In Baltimore, where McGraw 
‘made the club a losing proposition, the at- 
jtendance at thirty-four games this year has 
exceeded the attendance at the same num- 
ber of games last yéar by 19,202. 

Another interesting bit of information im- 
parted by the American league executive 
Was that there is every likelihood of a post 
Beason series between the champions of the 
National and American leagues. The Amer- 
ican leaguers are a unit in favor of it, and 
Sarney Dreyfuss has expressed a desire for 
‘the series, the only hitch possible being over 
ihe minor details. 


Seden Enters a Denial. 
Boston, Mass., Aug. 12.—A. H. Soden, president 
of the Boston club, when asked today about the pro- 
posed consolidation of the American and National 
— said that there was absolutely no truth 
in the report.

MPE WILLIAM’S forthcoming 
visit to the Polish provinces of his 
dominions for the purpose of attend- 
ing the military maneuvers there 
will be characterized by features 

which will invest it with the appearance of 
the entry of a victorious general into a con- 
quered country. For he has curtly declined 
any official welcome om the part of the mu- 
nicipal authorities, who. will, therefore, be 
conspicuous by their absence. 

The emperor's reception will be exclusively 
military, and he will ride at the head of his 
troops into the city of Posen, which is the 
capital of the province, and where the police 
have received peremptory orders not to allow 
any window to remain open or any balcony 
to be occupied along the route which he 
traverses. 

This is, of course, a measure of precaution, 
as feeling amongst the Polish nationalists 
of high and low degree against him is so 
bitter at the present moment that there is 
the danger that some fanatic or crank might 
fire a pistol or a rifie or else hurl a bomb at 
him from either open window or balcony 
as he passes by in the streets below on horse- 
back. 

Still, at the same time the adoption of 
guch precautions do not suggest much mu- 
tual confidence between the sovereign and 
his lieges and smack of Russian terrorism or 
of Japan in its unregenerate days, when it 
meant death for any one to gaze at the mi-

Another feature of Emperor William's visit 
to Poland is that none of the local magnates 


and territorial nobility will be at their cha- 


teaux to do the honors to the royal person- 
ages, the generals, and the officers quartered 


, beneath their roof during the great military 


maneuvers. 

As a general rule the presence of military 
guests thus quartered upon one by the law 
of the land during the annual maneuvers con- 
stitutes a pretext for lavish hospitality, 
patriotic festivities, and much entertain- 


ment. The owner of the establishment, be 


it a magnificent country seat, a small villa, 
or a mere cottage, is only too delighted to 
act the part of host. 

But this yéar in Poland it will be quite dif- 
ferent. True, the chateaux will be opened 
to receive the royalties and military digni- 
taries quartered there by the quartermaster 
general’s department. But, as in France in 
1870 at the time of the German invasion, there 
will de none but servants to welcome the 
unwelcome guests and to attend to their 
wants, and only menials will be left to do 
the honors, 

The authorities at Berlin and likewise the 
members of the imperial family are uneasy 
about this Polish trip of the kaiser, and have 
brought every kind of pressure to bear in 
order to induce him to abandon it, fearing 
that some attempt may be made to assas- 
sinate him, But thir arguments have been 
in vain and have only had the effect of 
rendering William more determined than 
ever to show himself in his Polish siden % 


In view of the termination of the trial of 
the Arab assassins of the Marquis de Mores 
at Susa, it may be well to draw attention to 
the fact that the proteedings in court have 
demonstrated the complete falsity of the 
charges openly made at Paris that the mur- 
der of De Mores was instigated by political 
adversaries among his fellow countrymen. 

De Mores had rendered himself conspicu- 
ous by his almost fanatic hostility towards 
the Jews, and by his opposition to the gov- 
ernment of the day. He posed as the cham- 
pion of the church, and of what is known in 
France as the nationalist cause, with so 
much success that today wide belief is ac- 
corded to the stories circulated by his political 
associates and by the foes of the government 
to the effect that he was purposely put out 
of. the way by the latter through the agency 
of some Arab tribesmen, who merely acted 
in obedienes to orders. 

As a proof of this ridiculous assertion, it 
is pointed out that the government officials, 
especially in Tunis and in Algeria, placed 
every obstacle in the way of the execution 
of his hare brained project of making his 
way from Tunis across the Sahara in order 
to join the now defunct mahdi at Omdurman 
on the Nile, and thus to strike a blow at 
British interests there. 

It is perfectly true that the French au- 
thorities did endeavor to prevent him from 
embarking on such a foolhardy expedition, 
for which he was completely unfitted, having 
no knowledge whatsoever of Arab char- 
acter or of desert life. Indeed, the French 
military authorities in northern Africa did 
everything in that line short of locking him 
up. It is a pity that they did not resort to 
this extreme measure. For in that event 
De Mores probably would still be alive and 
his American wife would not be mourning 
his death as a widow. 

The French officials in Algeria and Tunis 
were thoroughly aware of the perils by which 
De Mores would be confronted and of the 
certainty of his being overtaken by disaster. 
What they did was merely to preserve him 
from the fate which they were convinced 

That is what the evidence produced at the 
trial of his assassins went to show, and it 
is to he. hoped that henceforth the in- 
sinuations which have been current concern- 


biack velvet bow falls over The thers agri 
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merely acted in the same way that English 
Were wont to do in Egypt or in the Sudan 
before the overthrow of the mahdt. The 
Anglo-Egyptian forces on the upper Nile 
had a certain line of outposts, and beyond 
that line no white man was allowed to go, not 
even at his own risk. If he attempted to 
do so he was promptly arrested and sent 
down. the river to Cairo under strong escort. 
For Lord Kitchener and his subordinates 
well knew that if any white man straying 
beyond the British lines were to fall into 
the hands of the mahd@i and be killed ‘it 
would be they who would be charged with 
the responsibility of his death. 

They hed before them the case of that 
former leader of the Paris cummune, Olivier 
Pain, who endeavored away back in 1884 to 
reach the mahdi from Cairo for the purpose 
of helping him against the English. Twice 
Pain was turned back by the Anglo-Egyptian 
outposts, sent back to Cairo under arrest, 
and warned that his project entailed certain 
death. The third time he managed to elude 
the English frontier guard, and, reaching 
one of the dervish strongholds, was promptly 
put to death there by the mahdist leader as 
a spy, his story of his wish to help the in- 
surgents against the English being discred- 
ited and ridiculed. 3 

Yet for years afterwards, even the most 
respectable organs of the French press, were 
accustomed to assert freely that Olivier Pain 
had been put to death through the agency 
of the English, who were alarmed as to what 
he might be able to do against them 
durman, 


There is a certain timeliness in drawing 
attention to this just now. For the 
fact that people's lives are not entirely 
their own to. risk, has been conclusively 
shown in the case of Miss Stone, the Ameri- 
can missionary, for whose release from the 
captivity in which she was held by 
Macedonian brigands so large a ransom had 
to be paid. She had been warned by the 
Turkish authorities not to venture into cer- 
tain districts; known to be infested at the 
time by Macedonians bandits. Yet she per- 
sisted in going her way. If the Turkish 
government arrested her for disregarding 
not only its warnings but also its commands, 
it would have been perfectly justified, ac- 
cording to French practice in northern Africa 
and English custom in Egypt, and it would 
have spared itself all sorts of obloquy and 
trouble, as well as charges of misgovern- 
ment, and of. financial responsibility for the 


‘ransom paid for her release. When per- 


sons insist on embarking upon foolhardy 
enterprises calculated to endanger life, 
the government has the right to treat them 
as lunatics and to place them under 
restraint to the extent at any rate of 
preventing them from putting their proj- 
ects into execution. It is well enough for 
the individuals in question to claim as they 
do that they are prepared to assume them- 
selves the risk of their lives and to renounce 


all claim upon the government for protec- 


tion. Popular sentiment. will not allow this, 
and declines to absolve the authorities from 
responsibility inthe matter. 1 
No one, save those immediately concerned, 
car the immense pressure brought to 
bear upon the governments of the United 
States and of the sublime porte at the time 
of Miss Stone’s captivity, it being held that 
it was the duty of both governments to se- 
cure her release no matter at what cost.

plication,’ has just taken place in Bavaria. 
Nearly twenty years ago Adolf Weber emi- 
grated from Augsburg to the United States 
a few months before attaining the age 
at which he ‘would have become Hable for 
military service. 

After spending some time in New Tork 
and Chicago engaged in journalism, he 
drifted down to Mexico. where he quickly 
acquired both wealth and position, so much 
so that last winter he was appointed by the 
Mexican government to be its consul at 
Munich.

The death of his aged helpmeet last week 
leaves the blind poet, Richard Henry Stod- 
dard, in a pitiable plight. His sight is prac- 
tically gone, he !s so infirm from rheumatism 
and other bodily ailments that he needs con- 
stant attention and aid, and, it is not indel- 
icate to add, that he is not overprovided with 
this world’s goods, although hé has friends 
who will see that he does not want for the 
comforts of life. The home life of the Stod- 
dards was one of the greatest happiness and 
congeniality, although Mr. Stoddard was 
harnessed to book work for the greater part 
of his manhood. They had hosts of friends, 
and their parlors were always a popular 
meeting place. One of Eugene Field’s most 


| characteristic poems dealt with the delight 


of a visit to the Stoddards’ on a Sunday night. 
The death of their talented son within the last 
year was almost the first sorrow that had 
come to the old couple. The long life of Mr. 
Stoddard has been passed in literary drudg- 
ery, and so great was the necessity for labor 
that he had little chance to exploit his own 
creative work in verse and essay form. Had 
he had the leisure, his delicate, poetic fancy 
would surely have given him a higher place 
as a poet than will now be assigned to him. 
His wife in her earlier years wrote three 
novels, which were recently reprinted in the 
east. She assisted her husband in much of 
his literary work.

newly published attains excellence. The 
short story, too, has flourished exceedingly 
in America, and has arrived at a degree of 
finished art which makes it a notable divi- 
sion of our literature.“

ise in our fiction in the last few years, al- 
though the curse of the old European novels 
is still strong on our writers. The author:

But America is moving swiftly into an 
epoch when we shall be ripe in experience— 
when to our eyes the world will take on a 
different aspect than it has had hitherto. 
That this new time means much for litera- 
ture must be obvious enough to any one who 
considers the question.
